Like the Times, we believe there is some­ 
thing morally , if not legally , wrong with a U.S. 
Senator, accepting fees for legal work while 
attempting to serve the citizens of his state. 
It will be argued - and has already been ar­ 
gued by Sen. Long - that others in Congress 
follow the same practice. 
This makes it not 
one bit less palatable; the fact that no public 
official in Congress can serve his constituents 
and his legal clients at the same time. For 
regardless of whether or not the clients* cases 
border on conflicts of interest, the conscientious 
public official has only one « master: the public. 
He cannot have his briefcase stuffed with con­ 
gressional matters and private legal cases and 
perform in the manner ex pected. 
The pay ments by Shenker’s law firm to Sen. 
Long may be entirely proper. 
On the other 
hand, they may not be. 
It is hard to see what 
legal advice Sen. Long could give to one of the 
nation’s most astute lawy ers who specializes 
in criminal ca ses. 
Sen. Long’s ex perience in 
this field is limited; indeed, his Pike County 
law office is similar to the law offices 
of 
hundreds of legal firms in outstate Missouri. 
One of the baffling parts of the Long dis­ 
closures is the failure of this state’s metro­ 
politan press to comment on them at all. The 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, generally hell-bent 
for morality in government, did suggest, rather 
timidly , that Sen. Long owed the public more 
ex planation than had been given to date. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a generally 
Republican newspaper, has said nothing. 
Yet the magazine’s disclosures deserve the 
widest possible comment and public deb ate. The 
silence from the metropolitan press has b een 
strange and is unex plainable. 
As far as we are concerned, Sen. Long should 
make a decision - either he will represent the 
citizens of Missouri in Congress or he will 
represent law clients and perform legal ser­ 
vices for the Shenker law firm in St. Louis. 
Either way , the pay isn’t bad, but he is cer­ 
tainly not eligible for both public and private 
pay rolls.

Revenue Director 
Cites Need for 
Reorganization 


KANSAS CITY (A P) - 
The 
Missouri director of 
revenue 
said today reorganization 
un- 
derway 
in 
the 
department 
would greatly streamline and 
strengthen the state’s tax col­ 
lection agency. 
The director, Thomas A. Dav­ 
id, told about the revamping of 
the department in a speech be­ 
fore the annual meeting of the 
Missouri 
Public 
Expenditure 
Survey. 
He said 
the 
reorganization 
would lead to: 
1. Creation of three divisions 
in the department, collection, 
compliance 
and 
departmental 
services. 
2. Establishment of an admin, 
istrative staff for the director. 
4. Establishment of a staff of 
tax administrators. 
David said the new division of 
departmental services is about 
70 per cent complete, but crea­ 
tion of the other two will take 
more time. 
He said 
a 
reorganizational 
consultant working on the proj­ 
ect has suggested 
“ that when 
we have implemented reorgani­ 
zation, we can expect an addi­ 
tional 6 million dollars in sales 
tax revenue, and increases in 
other tax areas w ill be pres­ 
ent.’’ 
“ While our prim ary goal is to 
produce more revenue for Mis­ 
souri,” he said, “ a major part 
of that goal is to produce it at 
less cost per dollar. We are 
hopeful that with the increased 
collections and decreased cost 
of collections, we can fores tair 
a tax increase. And if a tax in­ 
crease b e c o m e s necessary 
somewhere in the future — far 
into the future we hope—it w ill 
be much less.”

ONE PAYROLL IS ENOUGH 
Although rather far removed from the state 
of Missouri, the venerable New York Times 
has taken an editorial stand on the Edward V. 
Long - Morris Shenker disclosures that is 
similar to the one taken by this newspaper. 
The Times, in a carefully-worded editorial

Like the Times, we believe there is some­ 
thing morally, if not legally, wrong with a U.S. 
Senator, accepting fees for legal work while 
attempting to serve the citizens of his state. 
It will be argued - and has already been ar­ 
gued by Sen. Long - that others in Congress 
follow the same practice. 
This makes it not 
one bit less palatable; the fact that no public 
official in Congress can serve his constituents 
and his legal clients at the same time. For 
regardless of whether or not the clients* cases 
border on conflicts of interest, the conscientious 
public official has only one .master: the public. 
He cannot have his briefcase stuffed with con­ 
gressional matters and private legal cases and 
perform in the manner expected. 
The payments by Shenker’s law firm to Sen. 
Long may be entirely proper. 
On the other 
hand, they may not be. 
It is hard to see what 
legal advice Sen. Long could give to one of the 
nation’s most astute lawyers who specializes 
in criminal cases. 
Sen. Long’s experience in 
this field is limited; indeed, his Pike County 
law office is similar to the law offices 
of 
hundreds of legal firms in outstate Missouri. 
One of the baffling parts of the Long dis­ 
closures is the failure of this state’s metro­ 
politan press to comment on them at all. The 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, generally hell-bent 
for morality in government, did suggest, rather 
timidly, that Sen. Long owed the public more 
explanation than had been given to date. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a generally

juries were likely to be more severe for small- 
car occupants than for passengers in larger 
cars in sim ilar accident situations. 
About 800 accidents involving Volkswagens will 
be analyzed by the Cornell researchers. De­ 
tailed analysis is expected to disclose the fre­ 
quency and severity of injuries as well as their 
causes, which may range from being thrown from 
the vehicles to being injured by the steering 
column, gear shift lever, knobs or other equip­ 
ment in the car.

As summer heat and humidity mount there

ONE PAYROLL IS ENOUGH 
Although rather far removed from the state 
of Missouri, the venerable New York Times 
has taken an editorial stand on the Edward V. 
Long - Morris Shenker disclosures that is 
similar to the one taken by this newspaper. 
The Times, in a carefully-worded editorial 
the other day, said it believed Life magazine*s 
focus on Missouri’s junior U.S. Senator was 
slightly blurred, that the junior U.S. Senator 
may or may not have attempted to aid Team­ 
ster boss Jimmy Hoffa, that the worst indict­ 
ment against Sen. Long was his acceptance of 
thousands of dollars in legal fees from a St. 
Louis attorney, whose clients have 
included 
Hoffa, St. Louis Teamster union officials and 
some pretty unsavory characters who live on 
the wrong side qf the sewer. 
Like the Times, we believe there is some­ 
thing morally, if not legally, wrong with a U.S. 
Senator, accepting fees for legal work while 
attempting to serve the citizens of his state. 
It will be argued - and has already been ar­ 
gued by Sen. Long - that others in Congress 
follow the same practice. 
This makes it not 
one bit less palatable; the fact that no public 
official in Congress can serve his constituents 
and his legal clients at the same time. For 
regardless of whether or not the clients* cases 
border on conflicts of interest, the conscientious 
public official has only one .master: the public. 
He cannot have his briefcase stuffed with con­ 
gressional matters and private legal cases and 
perform in the manner expected. 
The payments by Shenker’s law firm to Sen. 
Long may be entirely proper. 
On the other 
hand, they may not be. 
It is hard to see what 
legal advice Sen. Long could give to one of the 
nation’s most astute lawyers who specializes 
in criminal cases. 
Sen. Long’s experience in 
this field is limited; indeed, his Pike County 
law office is similar to the law offices 
of 
hundreds of legal firms in outstate Missouri. 
One of the baffling parts of the Long dis­ 
closures is the failure of this state’s metro­ 
politan press to comment on them at all. The 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, generally hell-bent 
for morality in government, did suggest, rather 
timidly, that Sen. Long owed the public more 
explanation than had been given to date. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a generally 
Republican newspaper, has said nothing. 
Yet the magazine’s disclosures deserve the 
widest possible comment and public debate. The 
silence from the metropolitan press has been 
strange and is unexplainable. 
As far as we are concerned, Sen. Long should 
make a decision - either he will represent the 
citizens of Missouri in Congress or he will 
represent law clients and perform legal ser­ 
vices for the Shenker law firm in St. Louis. 
Either way, the pay isn’t bad, but he is cer­ 
tainly not eligible for both public and private 
payrolls.

When the big stuff doesn't produce action try the bugs. 
The small poppers that appeal to ambitious bluegills also 
strike the fancy of bass tliat haven't yet worked up enough ap­ 
petite to take on a three-inch chunk of plastic and hooks. These 
early season feeders munch only on the most delicate of sur- 
face m orsels, and consequently seem to prefer the tidbits of 
the tack box. 
For the flyrod specialist, serving up a dish of popper g*ar- 
nished with feathers and hair 
presents no problem. With 
casting or spinning rod, this becomes a different m atter, 
since these lightweight lures can be a nightmare to handle. 
To add the extra weight necessary to reach out at least 30 
or 40 feet with six-i»ound mono drill a small hole into the 
body of the lure, and push in a large split shot. This won't
